Did you know thai the director of the 
budget has been deputized by tlie President 
to control and censor all testimony given by 
federal employes before congrcsslonnl com- 
mittees? 

■ According to sworn statGincnts made be- 
fore a senate committee, no public employe 
can tell congress 4tbout what Is going on In 
the department where he works unless Ilrat 
he obtains, permission from the budget 
bureau. If Director Harold Smith, or his rep- 
rmntatlves, do not like the testimony that 
any of the almost 3,000,000 federal workers 
would' give, they are auUiotlzed to forbid him 
to testify, or to control what he shall say. 
■ This Is . on amazing situation. The budget 
bureau supposedly Is a financial agency. Its 
responsibility, we had supposed, Is prepara- 
tion of a budget and jvcrslght of but^etcd 
expenditures. Yet this innocuous-appearing 
I arm of the White House, It now appears, can 
; prevent congress from Inquiring Into the 
. functioning of the national government. 
, The llttlo that Is known about this strange 
development cornea from testimony" given tiy 
Edward J. Shaughneasy, deputy commission 
' of the Immigration and naturalization scrv' 
Ice (Justice tlcpartment). after he had ans. 
wered questions in connection with a bli: 
proposing to grant complete Independence to 
Puerto nico. 

Mr. Shaughnessy asked permission to clear 
a proposed amendment through the budget 
bureau, before turning It over to the com- 
mittee. 

"May I ask why It la that you have to olear 
your testimony, through the budget bureau?" 
Inquired Chairman Tydlngs: 

"Because that Is the rule of the President 
and the rule of the bureau of the budget," 
Mr, Bhaughncssy replied, 

"1 thought that was a financial office,", re- 
marked tll'o chalRnnn- 

"They act as legislative advisers to tho 
- President," Mr. Shaughnessy informed him. 
, "Even though It costs them no money, the 
bureau of the budget also acts as a clearing 
, house for all legislation, so every department 
theoretically has to go through the budget 
bureau before they can testify before a con- 
. gresslonal committee?" 
. "That is correct," confirmed the witness. ■ 
■, "Suppose the bud^iet did not like what you 
said here today, what would happen?" naked 
Senator Tydlngs. 
.-iThey would atop It." 

;"You mean you. could not testify on this 
bill, you could not preaent the experience of 
your department as you believe the testimony 
appropriately should be, unless that meets 

■ with the approval of the budget?" 

"That la correct, sir." 

There Is no evidence that the budget 
bureau has abused this strange power that 
WBs given to It so secretively that even con- 
■''fetcsa had no warning. Neither, for-that mat- 
ter, la there any evidence that It has not, 
unless Mr. Bhaughnessy's dictum' that "on 
mattcrs of this kind the bureau of the budget 
generally accepts the views of the experienced 
agencies" carries weight. 

VoluntarUy if fearfully, the nf^lon has sub- 
jected Itself to war censorship as a necessary 

■ protcetlve measure. . 

But this Is not military censorship. It Is 
by an agency whose atafX does not neces- 
sarily know a Garand ririe from a 105-milli- 
meter anti-aircraft gun. It Is political censor- 
ship. It should not be permitted, to remain- 
burled In a committee pigeon-hole. It should 
be looked Into.

Collec- 
Uve agreements cover 84 per cent 
ot the workers In the ore Indus- 
tries, BO per cent of the stone quar- 
ry Industries, 70 per cent of wood 
Industries, D9 per cent In poper ond 
printing, BO per cent In food, IcxUles 
and chemicals, nnd DT per cent In 
leather. That musl make tlio mouUis 
of American labor leaders water.

RADISH APIIIDS 

Aphid problems during hot dry 
seasona are usually very small, but 
during periods of cool damp weather 
we are nearly alwaya troubled with 
aphlda of some kind on most garden 
vegetablea. There are usual^ two 
or more specie* on radlshea. The 
two moat commoti tpeclea are the 
cabbage or turnip aphid and.^e 
radish aphid. 

VI. E. Shull, extension entomolo- 
gist for the University of Idaho, 
says that In garden* where radlshea 
are harvested qullo early, nphlds 
very seldom become abundant 
enough to mrrant control meas- 
ures. Should they, however, be- 
camei> abundant th^ 'can be con- 
trolled with a nicotine dust or apray.
